Fax Aid Given 


LANSING — Checks amount 
ing to more than $77,000 were 
mailed this week to 50 Michi­ 
gan counties, covering the De­ 
partm ent of Natural Resources’ 
1969 tax-paying requirements 
for privately-owned commercial 
forest reserve lands. 
The 
DNR's 
latest 
tax-aid 
grants, scaled uniformly at IO 
cents an acre, are up about 
$14,000 from last year’s pay­ 
ments. They are linked to 772,- 
536 acres enrolled under the 
state’s Commercial Forest Re­ 
serve Program. 
The 
Upper 
Peninsula’s 
15 
counties, with about 759,000 of 
that total acreage, received the 
largest share of the payments. 
Approximately 
$75,900 
were 
distributed 
among 
them 
for 
their commercial forest reserve 
holdings. 
Iron County drew $14,606, 
Gogebic was next highest with 
$10,219. Others are Baraga. $9,- 
131; Marquette, $7,407; Ontona­ 
gon, $6,247; Menominee, $6,057; 
Dickinson, $4,398; Delta $4,373; 
Chippewa, $3,639; and School­ 
craft $3,414. 
Also receiving tax support 
from the DNR for commercial 
forest lands in their areas were 
Alger, 
Houghton, 
Luce 
and 
Mackinac. 
All 50 counties will receive 
additional tax payments from 
the actual owners of the com­ 
mercial forest reserve lands to 
supplement grants made by the 
DNR from the State’s General 
Fund. Holders of these specially 
designated lands will pay the 
counties 5 to IO cents per acre 
for their forest property, the 
exact figure depending on local 
millage rates. 
Those grants already made to 
the counties by the DNR are 
designed to provide tax relief 
for owners of commercial forest 
reserve holdings while timber 
growing on their lands is still 
not ready for logging opera­ 
tions.

Delta County doesn’t see many protest ral­ 
lies so when one comes along: there is great 
temptation to perk up and take notice. And when 
a sizable crowd gathered the other night at 
Rapid River High School at a meeting of the 
newly-formed Upper Peninsula (tame Protection 
Association to protest the antlerless (doe) deer 
hunting policies of the Department of Natural 
Resources the feeling can’t be avoided that a 
great number of people in the area are disturbed 
about the deer herd in the Upper Peninsula. 
The past season, although the official De­ 
partment of Natural Resources figures have 
not been completed, apparently was not one of 
the better hunts in the ll.P. There were greater 
numbers of hunters and fewer deer killed. More 
h u n te rs than usual went home without filling 
their licenses. 
It is a gross injustice, however, to place the 
entire blame for this phenomenon on 
the 
shoulders of the DNR and attribute it solely to 
the doe season. To do so is catagorically ignoring 
all of the research and 
effort that Michigan, 
other states and private organizations have 
developed on deer. 
* 
* 
* 
The Department of Natural Resources and 
its professional game 
biologists — dedicated 
people like Dave Arnold in lansing and Joseph 
Vogt in Escanaba — have been singled out be­ 
cause there is no other convenient agency or or­ 
ganization to blame. Tile department’s game 
division is charged with management of the 
deer herd and willingly accepts that responsi­ 
bility. It is doing the job to the best of its ability. 
This doesn’t 
mean that errors 
can’t be 
made. When working in the field and not in a 
controlled laboratory there are too many vari­ 
ables — weather, forest fires, starvation, hunt­ 
ing, poaching, food conditions — to be IOO per 
cent accurate. 
But biologists spend hours in the field at­ 
tempting to get the 
best possible 
data with 
which to work and use other methods such as 
hunter questionaires to supplement the data. 
Every deer that a biologist like Vogt sees when 
he’s in the field is clicked off on a mechanical 
counter which he cam es with him. When he 
returns to his office, the totals are recorded for 
analysis later. 
Hundreds of deer killed during the season 
are checked. Deer killed on highways are check­ 
ed and autopsied. Autopsies also are performed 
on deer found dead in the forests. Other tech­ 
niques are used to gather information. 
★ 
★ 
★ 
The purpose of this work isn’t just to exer­ 
cise the fingers. Tile DNR game division is every 
bit as interested as the hunter in a healthy 
deer herd as a valuable resource and economic 
asset. But a healthy herd must conform as close­ 
ly as possible to the environment 
in which it 
lives to avoid the tragic and wasteful starvation 
losses which can happen when the herd over­ 
powers the food supply in winter. 
When the food is gone nature doesn’t dif­ 
ferentiate between does and bucks. The rule is 
survival of the fittest. And even if a doe does 
come through the winter, there is no guarantee 
that her fawn or fawns will survive in the spring 
or even be born alive. Research also has shown 
that a herd with 
sufficient food 
supply, al­ 
though smaller, will produce more fawns than a 
larger herd which doesn’t have adequate food. 
The net result could be more deer in the spring 
from a smaller herd in the fall. 
So there are doe seasons along with buck 
seasons to cut down the competition for food 
and to maintain a balance in the herd. The deci­ 
sions on those seasons are based on the recom­ 
mendations of biologists who have devoted their 
life to the problems of wildlife management. 
It should be no other way.

Something Is Wrong 


Something is seriously wrong when poor 
people prefer to live in private slums rather than 
government housing projects, and that is the 
increasing trend across the country. 
In St. Louis, for example, housing projects 
have up to a 40 per cent vacancy even though 
the city contains more than enough poverty- 
stricken families to fill the empty apartments. 
The reason is that the poor are afraid to 
live in government housing because of the high 
crime rate. 
Crime, however, is only one problem facing 
residents of low-cost government dwellings. In 
Detroit, Boston and New Haven, Conn., housing 
projects have deteriorated to the point that oc­ 
cupants face a cold winter 
because 
of boiler 
troubles and unfixed broken windows. In addi­ 
tion, maintenance is generally lacking, which 
results in Til tv living conditions. 
Still other crises confront public housing. 
According 
to George 
Romney, 
secretary of 
Housing and Urban 
Development, 
15 major 
cities have government housing projects “on the 
verge of bankruptcy.” The major reason is at­ 
tributed to vandalism by both occupants and 
outsiders. 
Raising the rent to meet thesp costs has. in 
a number of cases, put the rentals out of reach 
of the poor. 
Having poured billions of dollars into public 
housing, federal officials aren’t about to concede 
thai perhaps their approach to better housing, 
nr nelv, government construction, is not the an­ 
swer. Instead, they want Congress to come up 
with still more money for renovation and con­ 
struction of new- housing. 
I he average worker, who makes too much 
to live in government dwellings but whose own 
housing suffers because of ever higher taxes, 
will have to subsidize the increasing costs of a 
program that shows every sign of continued 
failure.

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Swiss Law Requires 
Everyone Be Armed

The 
practically 
universal 
dispersal of guns throughout 
Switzerland has, so one is told, 
no effect whatsoever on the 
crime rate. Possession of a rif­ 
le, in fact, induces responsibili­ 
ty: it is a sobering reminder 
that the Swiss citizen must be 
on guard. 
The American Rifle Associa­ 
tion, which has been accused 
af being a terrible lobby, might 
make something of the Swiss 
example. If this little country 
is any criterion, lit would be 
wrong to take Hie American 
citizen’s rifle away from him. A

The Swiss managed, by virtue 
of their mountainous country

So the Swiss liausfrau has 
never had to take charge in 
Hie home community in the ab­ 
sence of the male population. 
Never having been thrown in­ 
to the “forcing house” of war, 
the average Swiss woman of 
the older generation has never 
felt compelled to study politi­ 
cal questions. It is hardly a 
good omen for “frauenstimm- 
recht,” or women’s rights, that 
tile statistical 
participation in 
voting has actually gone down 
in tile cantons that allow wom­ 
en to take part in local elec­ 
tions.

The executive depart mends do 
their jobs in accordance with 
instructions from the legisla­ 
ture; it is as though President 
Nixon were merely the equal 
of Secretary of Housing and 
Urban

Romney in his actual power.

arrangement 
would certainly please Senator 
Bill Fuibright. It would effec­ 
tively force the U. S. to be­ 
come 
“porcupine 
country,” 
raising its bristles against pos­ 
sible invaders (those rifles in 
the houses!) but

great part in world affairs. 
If every nation would agree 
to become the equivalent of a 
Switzerland—or, better, a Swiss 


canton—it would no doubt be 
a wonderful thing.
